2. D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 1 , It 
discloses a truck provided with a container body for transporting goods comprising 
an extractable flatbed provided with jack assembly according to the definition of 
independent claim 1.. 

2. 1 The present application therefore does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, 
because the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

3. Moreover, just for completeness of information, it is observed that claim 1 couldn^t 
be considered even as involving an inventive step in view of the teaching of D2 in 
combination with the disclosure of D3. In fact, the skilled person, looking to solve 
the problem of using the structure disclosed in D2 even by a not existing loading 
ramp, find a possible solution in the jack assembly described in document D3, a 
feature which is looked as providing the same advantages as in the present 
application.. Therefore the features disclosed in D2 and D3 would be combined by 
the skilled person, without exercise of any inventive skills in order to solve the 
problem posed. The proposed solution in independent claim 1 thus cannot be 
considered inventive (Article 33(3) PCT). 

4. Dependent claims 2, 6, 8 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

4.1 The additional features of dependent claims 3, 4, 7 are not disclosed in their 
present form in any of the documents cited in the search report.. However, they 
are regarded as merely one of several straightforward possibilities from which the 
skilled person would select, in accordance with circumstances, without the 
exercise of inventive skill, in order to solve the problem posed. 

4.2 The combination of the features of dependent claim 5 is neither known from, nor 
rendered obvious by, the available prior art.. 
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
